Ii is also desirable for a phone manufacturer to provide the user with die ability to copy such 
configurations aaoss inuUipiephones,/^ especially if they are identical models)^j>uvey£n)Jf.ih^^ Tins invention is 

primarily focuse^l oii the process of providing a web page dial would allow for die phone manufacturer lo meet these desires. 
The phone manufacturer would store all relevant setup data based on the user's phone number or account numto. The user 
could simply go to die designated web page, enter die phone number; .an acve$.< cfxie; and then be provided widi die ability 
to easily change any and all setup parameters. These parameters could be changed from any location that provides internet 
access. 

[f die user ovvtis a cellular phone, the manufacturer would update die user's phone with die new parameters via a dam link, 
suci! as dial which currently exists on digital cellular phones.
